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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's communication filed 06/04/2007. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 27-29 have been amended, and claims 41-49 have been added. 

3. Claims 1-13, 27-49 are pending and presented for examination. 

4. Applicant's remarks regarding block No.7 of "PTOL-326" is correct/The Examiner 
inadvertently checked this block. There is no claim being objected. Furthermore, claim 10 was 
rejected; it was inadvertently omitted in page 3 paragraph 1 of the last office action. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. i 

6. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 27 recites the limitation "said network 1 ' in lines 6 and 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It unclear to the Examiner to which network the 
Applicant is referring to in the claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

8. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

As per claim 27, a "system" is being cited. However, it appears that the claim would be 
reasonably interpreted by one of ordinary skill in the art as software alone, functional descriptive 
material, per se. Paragraph 0044, line 3, and paragraph 0045, line 1, as defined in the 
Specification, provide intrinsic evidence that each of the means is a software instruction to be 
executed, thus constitutes functional descriptive material. When functional descriptive material is 
recorded on some storage computer-readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally 
interrelated to the medium and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the 
function of the descriptive material to be realized. However, the claim as written does not being 
embodied on some storage computer-readable medium enabling the functionality of the means to 
be realized. As such, claim 27 is not limited to a statutory subject matter and is therefore non- 
statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. The Examiner has completed a through study of the applicant's arguments/remarks. In 
view of Applicant's amendment and remarks filed on June 04, 2007, the Examiner has fully 
considered the amendments and remarks and believes that they are deemed to be persuasive. 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety of 
databases, the Examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-13, and 28-49 are allowed over the 
prior art made of record.
